DEPUTY RICHARD CONLEY, 00 
CENTURY STATION 


On May 20, 2004, Deputy Cooper was handling a traffic stop in the area of Long Beach 
Boulevard in the city of Lynwood when he heard a gunshot coming from the south of his location. 
Looking south, Depüty Cooper saw two males (Suspects #1 and #2) standing in front of a liquor 
store, saw a muzzle flash and heard three to four more additional gunshots. Deputy Cooper got 
into his patrol car and drove south toward the liquor store. After arriving at the location, he 
noticed the male suspects were gone. Deputy Cooper put out a radio broadcast and requested 
additional deputies respond to the location to assist in checking the area for the suspects. 


Deputy Conley and his partner, Deputy Paul were patrolling the aréa north of the initial shooting 
location and responded to assist in checking the area. Deputy Conley followed another patrol 
unit, Deputy Spiropoulos, driving east on Burton Avenue. Both units turned south on Bullis Road, 
pulled along side each other and stopped to talk. Deputy Conley looked in his rear view mirror 
and saw two males walking north on the west side of Bullis Road from Burton Avenue. Deputy 
Conley told Deputy Spiropoulos what he saw and Deputy Spiropoulos placed his patrol car in 
reverse and backed up a short distance, stopping adjacent to where the males were walking. 
Deputy Conley made a U-turn and followed. Immediately upon stopping, Deputy Spiropoulos 
exited his vehicle and ordered the males to stop. As Deputy Conley's unit approached, Deputy 
Conley saw that while one male, Suspect #2, was raising his hands, the other male, Suspect #1, 
took-off running east across Bullis Road. Deputy Conley drove forwards toward Suspect #1 in 
an attempt to cut off his escape. Suspect #1 jumped and slid over the hood of Deputy Conley's 
patrol car, and as he did so, Deputy Conley saw that Suspect #1 was now carrying a large 
handgun in his right hand. Deputy Spiropoulos held Suspect #2 at gunpoint as Suspect #1 fled. 


Deputy Conley exited his patrol car and yelled to Deputy Paul that Suspect #1's got a gun. 
Deputy Conley withdrew his handgun and ordered Suspect #1 stop and drop the gun. Suspect 
#1 ignored the order and ran to a wrought iron fence and before attempting to climb over, turned 
around and pointed the handgun at Deputies Conley and Paul, who had started to give chase. 
Deputy Conley, afraid for his life and that of his partner's, fired two 9mm rounds, striking Suspect 
#1 once in the abdomen. Suspect #1 immediately feli to the sidewalk and subsequently taken 
into custody without further incident. 


An unloaded 9mm Beretta, Model 92F, was recovered near Suspect #1, and a .22 caliber Astra, 
tong rifle, semiautomatic pistol was recovered from the locality where Suspect #2 was detained 
and arrested 
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On January 12, 2006, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted a review 
regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated by the committee 
were: MMP $ 3-01/025.00: Use of Force; MMP $ 3-01/025.30: Use of Firearms and Deadly 
Force; MMP § 3-01/025.10: Unréasonable Force; and MMP 8 3-01/050.10: Performance to 
Standards. Concerning: 


MMP $ 3-01/025.00: Use of Force, MMP 8 3-01/025.30: Use of Firearms and Deadly Force, and 
MMP 8 3-01/025.10: Unreasonable Force, the Committee determined that the force used by the 
deputy was reasonable and necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 


MMP $ 3-01/050.10: Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the tactics 
employed by the deputy in this incident were within Department Policy.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Anomey’s 
Office has completed its review of the May 20, 2004 non-fatal shooting of Christopher 
Daniels by Los Angeles County Sheriff's Deputy (LASD) Richard Conley. We conclude 
that Deputy Conley acted in lawful self-defense and the defense of others. 


The following analysis is based on reports prepared by the LASD Homicide Bureau 
submitted 10 this office on October 28, 2004 by Sergeant William Marsh. The District 
Attomey’s Command Center was notified of the'shooting at 11:15 p.m. Members of the 
District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy District Anorncy Kraig St. Pierre 
and Senior Investigator, responded to the scene. They were briefed on the 
circumstances surrounding the shooting and given a walk-through of the scene. There 
were no civilian wimesses to the shooting. Deputy Conley gave a voluntary statement to 
investigators which was considered as part of this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS E 


Late in the evening of May 20, 2004 Christopher Daniels, a Mob Piru gang member and 
active parolee, was involved ір an altercation in front of the 2Boys Liquor Store located 
at 12211 Long Beach Boulevard in the City of Lynwood. He left the scene, retrieved а 
gun, and rerumed to the liquor store КҮ лал a juvenile, was also armed. 
Seeing the persons with whom Daniels had had the altercation, the two opened fire. The 
victims, seated in cars, sped away southbound on Long Beach Boulevard, 


Deputy Johnathan Cooper was bandling a waffic stop in the area of Long Beach 
Boulevard and Cedar Avenue when he heard the gunshots. Looking south he saw Daniels

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In a voluntary statement to investigators Christopher Daniels admitted being involved in 
the shooting at the 2Boys liquor store and to possession of the 9mm handgun he tossed 
into the schoolyard. Christopher Daniels’ recount of the event is similar to Deputy 
Conley's in al] aspects but one. Daniels claimed the gun was in bis Jefi front pants pocket 
as he fled from the deputies and that, “in one motion,” hc pulled the gun from his pocket 
and tossed it aver the schoolyard fence. He denied pointing the gun at anyone and 
claimed that, at that moment he was shot, he had already tossed the gun. 


During 2 voluntary ei NU that, once at the fence, Christ 
Daniels pulled out the gun and tried to 1055 it but was shot before he could do so, 


“admitted possessing the .22 caliber handgun but denied involvement in the earlier 


ing at the 2Boys Liquor store. Jt should be noted that a credible witness identified 
being one of the two shooters at the liquor store. 


Deputy Spiropulos saw Christopher Daniels run in front of his car before sliding across 
the hood of Deputy Conley’s patrol car. Daniels held a Jarge handgun in his right hand as 
he passed — a gun which, according to Deputy Spiropulos, was similar to the onc found 
east of the schoolyard fence. Deputy Spiropulos did not see the shooting of Christopher 
Daniels because his attention was focused on the apprehension E | 


Deputy Paul's statement was similar. He saw Christopher Daniels slide across the hood 
of his car holding a large gun in his hand. Once at the fence it appeared for a moment that 
Daniels was going to begin climbing when, instead, he tumed toward the deputies with 
the gun held near his waistband. Deputy Paul ducked behind the passenger door of the 
patrol car and heard the report of two shots being fired. He did not know the source of the 


shots, 


In 2001, Christopher Daniels was convicted of second degree burglary in violation of 
Penal Code section 459 and possessing an unmarked firearm in violation of Pena) Code 
section 12094. He received a suspended state prison term which was later imposed. He 
was on parole at tbe time of tbe shooting. 


CONCLUSION 


The use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of another is permitted if it 
reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self-defense, or the defense of 
anotber, that he actually and reasonably believed that he was in immincnt danger of great 
bodily injury or death. People v. Williams (1977).75 Cal. App.3d 731 


Christopher Daniels had a 9mm pistol and used it to commit an armed assault prior to his 
confrontation with sheriff's deputies. Three deputies saw the weapon as he fled from 
them before he reached the schoolyard fence. Daniels himself admitted to possession. At 
that point whether he was trying to toss the gun or point it at the deputies is insignificant 
given that either action is sufficiently furtive to justify the use of dead]y force by Deputy 
Conley. In the instant of decision Deputy Conley was under no obligation to wait and sec 
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and iring their Weapons at what he believed was a single vehicle ~ which he saw 


speed away southbound on Long Beach Boulevard. He got in his marked patro) car and 
headed toward the liquor store. When he got there Daniels зп есте gone, Deputy 
Cooper checked the status of some pedestrians and radioed what he had just observed, 
Deputies Richard Conley, Samuel Paul and John Spiropulos were patrolling in the area, 
heard Cooper's broadcast, and immediately went to his assistance. AI! three deputies 
were in marked patro) cars. iru Conley and Paul were together as Paul V о

The two units patrolled together. Deputies Conley and Paul followed Deputy Spiropulos. 
The marked patro] cars turned sovthbound on Bullis Road from Magnolia Avenue and, 
near the intersection of Bullis Road and Burton Avenue, Deputy Conley passed Deputy 
Spiropulos in order to check a known Mob Piru gang hangout further south on Bullis 

As he crossed or had just passed the intersection, Deputy Conley saw Daniels and 

й his rear view mirror. Thcy were walking near the northwest corner of Bullis 

and Burton Avenue. Deputy Conley made a U-turn and drove toward the suspects. 
Daniels ran nartheast across Bullis Road toward a fenced schoolyard on the east side of 
the street. discarded a..22 caliber semiautomatic handgun on the sidewalk in front 
of the residence at the corner and walked northbound on Bullis Road. 


As Christopher Daniels ran eastbound across Bullis Road he was intercepted by Deputy 
Conley's patrol car. Rather than stop, Daniels leapt up and slid across the hood, regained 
his footing and kept running to a black, approximately eight foot high wrought iron fence 
bordering the east side of Bullis Road and the schoo] campus, As Daniels passed in front 
of Deputy Conley’s patrol car, both Conley and Paul saw a large, black bandgun in his 
right hand. 


Deputy Conley stopped and got out of the patrol car witb Deputy Paul following suit. 
Deputy Conley shouted to Deputy Paul that Daniels had a gun. Daniels arrived at the base 
of the fence and, before climbing over, tumed toward the deputies and raised the gun 
toward them. Afraid for his life and that of his partner, Deputy Conley fired two rounds 
from his deparument-issued 9 millimeter semiautomatic Beretta handgun. Daniels was 
struck with one rouiid in the abdomen and immediately fell то the sidewalk where he 
remained unti] being removed by emergency medical personnel. 


Daniels’ gun, а 9 millimeter semiautomatic handgun, had recently been stolen from а 
Compton residence. Jt was found several feet cast of thc fence at the base of a temporary 


- classroom on the campus of the school. }t was not loaded. However, it should be noted 


that four expended 9 millimeter shell casings were recovered from Long Beach 
"Boulevard just east of the 2Boys Liquor store. as taken into custody 
without incident. A .22 caliber semiautomatic handgun was found near the sidewalk at 
the northwest comer of Bullis Road and Burton Avenve in front of the residence а!
